D- 
a message sent to the people of Ala 
bania by Mr. Hoover, he saya: 
“Every aspect of the wheat situation 
both present and prospectiva, inteoai 
fles the need for the greatest poaaible 
limitation in the American consump 
lion of wheat and wheat products. !i 
present restrictions should be in -the 
.slightest degree relaxed ll would re 
suit in serious want for the people ot 
the allied uations before the new crop 
can reach the m arket 
“The Food Administration estim ates 
on the first of June a total available 
supply uhtil the new harvest of about 
tilty six million bushels. Of this, thir 
ty million bushels must fie exported, 
before new wheat is available for ex 
port. If we are to m aintain the abscv 
lutely necessary 
shipments 
to ou. 
army and the Allies, that leaves ahou 
twenty-six million bushels for domes 
tic consumption 
for the next 
twe 
months. 
Normal American consump 
tion is something over forty mlUioi 
bushels a month, so that the most lij> 
eral consumption at home should Be 
only one-third of normal. 
"The new harvest will not be gener 
ally available in flour until the mid 
die of August or ^grly in September 
although in the extreme aouth it wii.
